TEACH THEM TO SPEAK 
ENGLISH 


The chief phase of all Americaniza­ 
tion work is to teach the foreigner 
how to speak every-day English readi­ 
ly and correctly. 
The adult literate 
foreigner who may know one or sever­ 
al old country languages but not a 
word of English is usually eager to 
learn. 
But e 'e n his eagerness cannot 
always 
overcome 
the 
indifference 
caused by unsympathetic teaching. 
Today nearly every community in 
the country that contains any consid­ 
erable proportion of foreign residents 
is turning its attention to such instruc­ 
tion. 
Teachers are in great demand 
for night schools, factories and work­ 
shops. 
To accomplish their work successful­ 
ly these teachers must have patience 
and tact as well as enthusiasm and 
energy. 
In the night schools the 
learners have usually been through a 
long, hard day’s work and are physic­ 
ally tired out. 
It is the business of 
the teacher to be so interesting and at 
the same time so simple and direct in 
method that the pupils forget their 
weariness in the fun of acquiring new 
and usable sentences. 
Every lesson 
must be so helpful that the foreigner 
will go away with a desire to come 
again soon and to bring his friends. 
Many 
factories 
with 
foresighted 
leaders 
are 
co-operating 
with 
the 
Americanization 
workers 
by 
giving 
tfccir employes time off in the morn­ 
ing to attend such classes. 
The learn 
era come to the classroom then com­ 
paratively fresh in mind and body and 
can staid a stiffer course of instruc­ 
tion. 
The big thing is to make the foreign­ 
er feel that every lesson gives him a 
little more familiarity with the term s 
he needs to use in his work, in his 
daily life, in his purchase of food and 
clothing, in his conversation with fel­ 
low workers or neighbors who already 
know the language. 
Then he will 
learn quickly and happily, not only the 
language of America, but the ideals 
and customs as well. 


“INTERNATIONALIZING” 
LABOR 


It is somewhat surprising, and no* 
at all displeasing, to learn that the 
peace conference 
at 
Paris recently 
gave a session to the discussion of in­ 
ternational labor. 
It appears that the 
conference wants to establish a com­ 
mission to deal with world-labor ques­ 
tions. 
There may be an international 
conference, representing both tailor 
and capital, called soon to formulate a 
general program. 
Ultimately, it is 
suggested, there may be a perm anent 
labor commission responsible to the 
League of Nations. 
There would be a broad field for 
such an institution. 
It could deal bet­ 
ter than any existing agency with such 
a problem as the pay and workiug con­ 
ditions of sailors, straightening out, 
for example, the inequalities now ex­ 
isting between American standards 
and those of other nations. 
It would 
not interfere, of course, in the internal 
affairs of any country. 
It could doubt­ 
less do much to promote good rela­ 
tions everywhere between capital and 
labor, disseminating useful informa­ 
tion and bringing uniformity into in­ 
dustrial standards in many lands.

Training of a President 


BY U. S. SENATOR JOHNATHAN BOURNE, JR. 


Up to the time Theodore Roose­ 
velt entered the White House all 
hut four of the twenty-four pres­ 
idents who had preceded him had 
had national legislative 
experi­ 
ence. 
The first three had been 
delegates to tile Continental Con­ 
gress, ten had served term s in 
the Senate, fourteen 
had 
been 
members of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. and seven had occu­ 
pied seats in both branches of 
Congress. 
Of the four presidents 
who came to the White House 
without previous service in the 
legislative branch of the govern­ 
ment. two. Taylor 
and 
Grant, 
achieved distinction in war; one. 
Arthur, was vice-president and as­ 
sumed the presidency upon the un­ 
timely death of Garfield, and one, 
Cleveland, cam e into the public 
eye by being elected governor of 
the state of New York. 
It is probable that if the Mexi­ 
can and Civil 
W ars 
had 
not 
focused the attention of the peo­ 
ple upon two of our military lead 
ors it would have become an un­ 
written law' that 
a 
presidential 
candidate must have served terms 
in either or both houses of Con­ 
gress in order to be successful. 
But the voters departed from their 
practice 
of 
form er years when 
they sent Grover Cleveland to the 
White House, and with the elec­ 
tion of 1884 as a precedent three 
other presidents have been chos­ 
en without previous 
service 
in 
Congress. 
Colonel Roosevelt had 
presided over the Senate for a 
short tim e before he entered the 
White House, and thus may be 
said to have participated to some 
extent in legislation, but neither 
Taft nor Wilson had had any part 
in the enactm ent of laws before 
they 
assumed 
their 
executive 
duties. 
It Carnot be said that the coun­ 
try has .profited by its desertion 
of the principle or former years 
that none but 
tried 
legislators 
should be elected to the presi­ 
dency. 
Judge Taft had served 
in the cabinet and as governor 
of the Philippines, and hence had 
an 
understanding of legislation 
that ho would not have otherwise 
possessed, 
but 
even 
with 
the 
knowledge that he had obtained 
through his executive 
positions 
with tke government It cannot be 
doubted that he would hive made 
a more popular president lf he 
could have relied upon experience 


gained by previous 
service 
in 
Congress. 
But 
the 
climax has 
been reached in Professor Wilson. 
With no connection with the fed­ 
eral government in any capacity 
before assuming 
the 
office 
of 
chief executive, his ignorance of 
practical 
legislation 
has 
been 
painfully evident from the start. 
Constant clashes with Congress 
* have laid emphasis on the impos­ 
sibility of substituting merely the 
theory of government, treated of 
at such length in W ilson’s earlier 
writings, for a working knowledge 
of the methods followed 
in 
the 
enactm ent of legislation for gov­ 
erning the country. The apparent 
willingness of Congress to give 
approval to suggestions from Mr. 
Wilson has been because of the 
anxiety of the Democrats in con­ 
trol of both houses to maintain 
party solidarity, and to avoid all 
indication 
of 
friction 
between 
their political leader and his sup­ 
porters. The war, too, has given 
an added weight to recommenda­ 
tions 
from 
the 
commander-in- 
chief that they would never have 
carried in times of peace. 
In the next two years Congress 
is to he engaged in the passage 
of reconstruction legislation that 
will 
revolutionise the economic 
structure of the nation. 
To get 
the hest results from those laws 
we should have 
a 
man 
in the 
W hite House able to put the in­ 
terpretation upon them that the 
people 
and 
Congress 
intended. 
Was there ever more need for us 
to return to the rule of our fore­ 
fathers 
and 
elect 
a 
president 
from among the membership of the 
Senate or House? There is ample 
tim ber from which to select, some 
whose names 
have 
been men­ 
tioned already.

I gave the play, a few 
weeks later, before the students of the 
Brooklyn Institute of A rts and Sci­ 
ences, and I’ve been giving plays ever 
since. 
“I have found that remembering the 
plays I see really resolves itself into 
making a series of m ental pictures. 
If I can rem em ber the tones and visu­ 
alize the appearance and actions of the 
person sqeaking I 'can always remem­ 
ber the words. Some people are much 
harder to im itate than others. 
For 
example. I usually get a play by at­ 
tending the theater three or four eve­ 
nings, but with David Warfield, Rose 
Stahl and Eddie Fov I had to go to 
six or seven perform ances before the 
reproduction of their work came satis­ 
factorily.
